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The FUTURE--AND A Warning. 



Inventors of all classes bemoan a difficulty in obtaining 
that finandal support which alone will enable them to put 
tiieir ideas into practical form. Capitalists, according to 
them, are cold, calculating, sceptical fellows who will 
not part with their money until they are assured of a 
definite return — and sometimes not even then. The 
rajtolirt, od tbe otiier bund, says that where one 
kaiveBtor may have an idea that is worthy of exploitation 
ttee are a thousand who are either (juite impossible 
visionaries or equally impossible rogues. Well, the 
outsider, with neither the brains of the one nor the 
shekels of the other, can see eye to eye with both, and 
can realise the difficulties of each. The inventor is 
habitually regarded with a certain amount of suspicion, 
if only for the reason that he seeks monetary aid, and 
the one man who has marketable value to offer in return 
for nirtance must «^Cec xkh rtiguiiind mggfmdfid 
brothers. 

Inventions arc regarded with as much scepticism I^T 
inventors, and the very word is sufficient to cause a sn^ 
in almost any company, but in no instance it the cheap 
scorn of the ignorant more manifest than when the in- 
vention has even the remotest connection with a flying 
machine. .So vtr\ recently the possibility of human 
flight was still a dream, as far as the public was concerned, 
that the old doubts have not yet quite passed away. 
It is bad for the h»a fid( genius that the profession of 
invention, if one may use the term, should be so dis- 
credited, but just as there's a silver liainyittiid^l d l Wl ^^'lBh 
the situation has its saving points. 

The begimrings of the automobile industry were doggfed 
by a determined bird of prey that used its best endeavours 
to pick the bones while yet its victim lived. The bird 
was named the wild-cat company promoter, but the 
victim, rescued from his clutches, lived in spite of him. 
For a while the ill-omened harbinger of financial doom 
flourished mightily, principally, no doubt, because the 
public, in the first flush of enthusiasm, was simply 
waiting to be gulled. But then the motor car was 
tangible and compehensible, even wiiile it only lan by 
fits and starts, while the flying machine is — or was until 
(]uite lately — an incrediljlc thing, the " wireless " of 
locomotion— a machine which is supported upon an 
invisible medium, where the motor car runs along the 
hard and obvious high road. So automobilism offered 
opportunities of speculation which are not evident in 
aviation, and we may congratulate ourselves that up to 
the present the very caytion and suspicion that to a 
certain extent has delayed progress have guarded the 
in&nt industry from the unwelcome attendons of this 
class of company promoter. 

Those who have the liest interests of the movement at 
heart are ever watching for future developments, and it 
was wi& some foreboding that the effects of such flying 
successes as attended the Rheims meeting were awaited. 
Cause for alarm was given by the Blackpool and Don- 
caster meetings in this connection, and it is, perhaps, 
just as well that these events were not so completely 
successful as to immediatdy popularise the " sport " of 
flying, and so invite a sudden rush c>r eager speculation. 
No worse fate could befall the movement, especially at the 
present juncture, than that its struggles to gain a footing 
should be hampered by the ill-judged and over-capitalised 
fl(Mati(»is that weighed down die youthful motor trade. 

We say with feeling, therefore, and not without some 
little knowledge, that those who profess themselves well- 



wishers of ^ aeronantical industry will do their utmost 
to preserve die sound basis upon which it rests at present 
The speculator ^ the professional type who seeks for 

means of self-enrichment in every turn of life cannot he 
blamed if he trades uf)on the gullibility of the public, for 
bis is a selfishness that is magnificent in its compre- 
hensiveness, and as a general thing he does not seek to 
hide beliind a mask of philanthropic disintarestedness. 
Thus, against the danger presented by this type we are, 
in some measure, forearmed, and if his ends are gained 
in spite of us, we can but blame the innate foolishness of 
those who lend the support of name «nd funds 
to schemes they do not fully compneheisd. Bat \t 
is not the open self-acknowledged enemy from whom 
we have the most to fear. It is the possible traitor 
in the camp of aviation who may be the greatest foe. 

The sudden birth of aero clubs throughout the coonbqjr 
proves that behind a calm and careless exterior rmis 4 
strong current of interest in the prohlcius of the air, and 
even this so-called conservative, unready England of ours 
is able to put into (he field qtide a number of promising 
designs for aeroplanes of one type and another. This 
fact, however, is one that must be read with characteristic 
British caution, for at the same lime that the slightest 
encouragement has brought forth, sa]^ a score of 
legitinttte machines, some complete^ iSSeiSai model 
form, and yet others not beyond the p^ier stag^ so the 
sun has shone upon a host who, with no knowledge of 
the simplest elements of aviation. Still sedi tO two. in 
upon the rising tide of prosperity. 

Discrimination is difficult for the uninitiated investoiv- 
who might, indeed, u ith a sudden change of front, fail to 
recopnise the wild < al nature of some of the schemes that 
nia\ ill i.pniL'ii: lu tore him. He has as much reason to 
be wary of the impractical inventor as Qf the company 
promoter himself. Still, it is impdrt^i^l ^ffiiif piiffl^ 
which await his faltering footsteps should not have the 
effect of frightening him of the whole breed of aeroplane 
inventors, for there are many among them who are 
woctby of support There are, doubtless, numerous 
clever brains at work on problems that have either 
actually been solved or else proved useless for the purposes 
of flight. They devote their energies lo a profitless task 
for the lack of the few pounds with which to purchase 
records of past experiments, failures and successes, when 
the same keen enthusiasm in the cause might conceivably 
perform much usefol woiIe -msDt. .tiae intdlect behtpd it 
properly directed. ' 

It must be clear, therefore, that mopey is much needed, 
iHtt that the money must be suitabfy applied if good is 
to result. One might suggest a hundred ways in which 
assistance could be given — to the struggling inventor, lor 
instance, who, by reason of his straitened circumstances, 
is unable to complete the machine with which, in his eyes, 
the world is to be conquered, and so he cannot try for 
any of the various prizes that are offered to refill his 
purse. But always natural ojilimism, although in some 
degree permissible, must be discoiuited, and the merits 
of the scheme inquired most closely into. And always 
in the background the sinister shape of the company 
promoter lies in wait for opportunities. There in the 
Ijackground nmst he stay at any cost if the cause of 
aviation is to be saved from the fate that 80 nearly 
overtook its inster industry. 

For that reason we once more raise this warning note 
against any such exploitations which may be in the air.

MR. J. T. C. MOORE-BRABAZON. 



Pboud m he naturally is xA the distinction of being 
the first Englishman to fly in a heavier -than -air 

machine— with the exception of Mr. Ht-nry Farman, 
whose many years in France must rob him of a portion 
of his claim to British nationality — Mr. J. T. C. iVIoore- 
Brabazon is also the first Briton to have aiade a 
drcular mile flight on a British flyer. While the fact 
that the accompHshment of this feal secured for him 
a prize of ;^i,ooo illustrates the proverb " To him 
who hath shall be given " — for Mr. Moore-Brabazon 
is one of those fortunate mortals who need not be 
distracted from the pursuit of more congenial studies 
by a care for ways and means — seldom was a prize 
more thoroughly deserved. He has devoted the 
wfaole-hearted, youthful enthusiasm which served him 
so well in motor racing to the cause of flight, 
and although he may be counted among the youngest 
— if he is not quite the youngest — of the flying 
men, his experience with aeroplanes is more extensive 
than that of many of the amtm wiio have reeeatfy 
come before the public eye. 

It was in 1907 — only two years ago, but years of 
great significance in aviation — that he adopted his 
new hoiiby, and with a machine built to his own 
designs he made a series of tests at Brookiands and 
elsewhere. It was not to be wondered at that this 
first attempt to solve a problem o\'cr which so many 
had vainly taxed ihr ir brains for ages should be unsuc- 
cessful, but ^t least Mr. Moore-Brabazon learnt much 
ttiat was useful to him in snb^uent experiments, 
and, subduing his disappointment, he took the sensible 
course of paying a visit to France, where the new 
science had meantime made great progress. Still 
failure dogged bis steps, but with worthy determination 
and perseverance be abandoned the assess Vcnsin 
triplane, with which his first trials on the Continent 
were made, in favour of a biplane of the same make. 
This also gave indiflerent results, and it was only with 
his fourth machine — the third of the Voisin models — 
that ke eventually left the ground This was the 
famous " Bird of Passage," which constituted one of 
the chief attractions of the Olympia Aero Show last 
March. 

Many good flights were made with this machine 
in France, for the biplane had proved capable of ieally 
supporting itself in the air. Successful flight was 
only a matter of constant practice ; this Mr. Moore- 
Brabazon had, and he soon ^tned confidence in the 
handling of his aerial mount But the Oiympiil Show, 
which found in him a fpedal attracdon, iater- 
nqitcd his atudtei, and ■ftw lilnrnliig to England with 



his machine he got somewhat out of touch with Con- 
tinental developments. Little has been heard of him 

during the recent year, but it was known that, to put the 
matter picturesquely, he had sacrificed his early love on 
the altar of patriotism. At first it seemed that his 
desertion of the Voisin type for a machine of British 
manuGacture had been a mistaken move, for after 
many annoying delays in the delivery of a suitable 
engine — delays that prevented him from trying the 
new machine during the sprit^ and summer — ^his 
first outing met with disaster. The aeroplane was 
smashed, and he himself had a most fortunate escape 
from injury ; but, undaunted by hardships to which 
motor-racing had inured him, the next that was heard 
of him was that he had won the prize (on Saturday 
last) at which several of his iidl(0«-c<«BtiyiDai were 
looking with eager eyes. 

Mr. Muore-Brabazon, who is a member of the 
Committees of the Royal Automobile Club and the 
Aero Club of the United Kingdom, was educated at 
Harrow and Trinity College, Cambridge, and after- 
wards he had a twelve months' finishing" course in 
France. But probably his m(jst useful knowledge, in 
tile light of after events, was gained during the six 
ttaerffis that he spent in the Dimcq w«d»«l f>aeiitElt, 
for that brief sojourn in an atmosphere of petrol, so 
to speak, not only imbued him witli a love for the 
intricacies of motor engineering, I'Ui made him that 
happy combination, an amateur with the attainments 
of a profesnonal motor iwser. He certainly owes 
much of his success, both as a driver on the 
road and as a pilot in the air, to his training 
in the works, for the engine of either motor 
car or aer<:^pfl^!iie is an open book to him. He 
uttdecrttoSs ^ tuning-up mA. ^SpaltBSieiit of the 
motor as well as any mechanician, and who shall 
blame him if, a little Latham like, he sometimes prefers 
to watch his instructions being carried out to soiling 
his own hands. At least he is fearless, with just that 
dash of recklessness that sdmkes while still 
deploring it— that touch of ifMslmBU nMch tlone can 
make a pioneer aviator. 

Motorists knew him best, until his presest istx, as 
the winner of Ciicoit des Ardeimes nee in 1907. 
That was his most notable adiievemenl in the motor 
racini^ world, but he has driven in other events, 
although with less success. But his efforts to reach 
fiune axx four wfaeds dwindle into insignificance, 
although noteworthy in their day, before his adventures 
in the air. There he has helped to oiake history — 
and he is only 25.

"All British** Prize Won. 
At last a flying machine, enCttefy ixKistracted m 

Great Britain, has flown for a mile out and home, and 
no doubt this will go a great way in stimulating interest 
in the home product It was on Saturday last that 
Mr. J. T. C. Mctorfs-BiabazoQ sacceoled in iulhlling the 
con<£tions of iim 3a0y Mai! j£t 

circular mile flown on a British machine, and his mount 
was the Short biplane with which he has been experi- 
menting for some time at the flying ground of the Aero 
Qub at Shellbeach. ' Our readers viJl remember that 
lliis ffisdirie was fully 3totnited in our issue of Octobo' 
qth, and from the photograph which we publish in this 
issue it will be seen that although the machine is in 
some respects similar to the Wright flyers, considerable 
differences axe coo^cuoos.

Brabazon, for he was one of the first Englishmen to turn 
serious attention to flying. After experimenting with a 
machine of his own des^ fer some time, he purchased 
a Voisin, on which he made one or two short flights. 
At the Aero Show at Olympia last spring he ordered the 
llritish l)uiit niacliiiie from Messrs. Short Brothers, witil 
which be lias now met with such gratifying success.

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THE MISCHIEF.MAKING AT THE MANSION HOUSE. 



The so-called "conference" avowedly in the interests of aviation, 
announced to take place nt ihc Mansion House on Thursday evening 
of last week, was attended by some 200 persons. That it in no 
way fulfilled llic ex|>rcssed olijccls of any propamine of its conveners 
— the Aer<i|jlane Cluh — there is little room to doubt. The main 
ol'jtrcl of the nui tinj^ was to disicussthe fonnation of a representative 
National Council 10 control and encouraj^e aviation in this countrv'. 
Major Haden-I'owcll (iresideu. Among societies rfpresented were 
the Aeroplani' ('lub of Great Britain, the Lcictslershirc Aero Club, 
the NorihuiiilKrland Aero Club, ilu- Midland Aero Club, thr Kitc- 
Flying .Association of Great Briuin, the South-Wcst of England 
Aeronautical Society, the Sooltith Aotoaasdeal Sadeqr, snd tte 
Sheffield Aero Society. 

Mr. Windham, in introducing the Chairman, stated that Sir 
David Salomons was to have taken the chair, bat he understood 
Sir David was told that the meeting was not bdd in accordance 
with the rules of a certain aero club, and that ccmsequently if he 
imsided he would be, like himadf; a dismoHficd toemm* TSm 
were very pleased, bciwerer, to ham wifii owb Major BMMft^to^w. 

Hie Chainnas, in opening, said timt the meetiiig was not a meet- 
ii% of the Aeroplane Qnb, which had only convened the gathering 
in order that the present position of aviation m^it be discussed. 
He wiriied to mike it dear that he was present only as a private 
iaijMdmX, rad sot as a rq>resentative of any particalar organisation. 
Aviaties was of gresct is^iortance to English people, not merely 
LwisiMt h »■! a new method of travel but because of the railitai7 
possilttllet. Recent meetings at Rheims, Doncaster, and Black- 
pool had drawn public attention to the matter. Our national repu- 
tation was at stake. France and America had led the way ; we 
were behind. The meeting was called to consider the best oieans 
of fostering the growth of British aviation. There migi^ be differ- 
ences of opinion as to how this control should be carried out, and 
that was a question which had to be decided. He thought he voiced 
the general opinion in saying that national control for such a 
stupendous national work was beyond the power and scope of any 
single club. There roust be a central, independent, and absolutely 
representative association. He moved the following resolution : — 

"That this meeting is in favour of the formation of a rejire- 
seiitative National Council to control the sport ami ciiciiiir.i^je ihe 
developmenl of the science of aviation ; such Cmiiicil to consist of 
delegates representing nil Hrilish .-Xeronaulical ami kindr^-d 1 hibs 
and Associations and of representatives of I lis Mait sty's Naval, 
Military, and Civil Services ; and IIkiI this nueting favours the 
convening of a meeting; to nmsider the course to l.r taken, in accord- 
ance will) llie resolution passed at the meeting ol representatives of 

various clubs at Blackpool last week ; and that copies of this reso- 
lution be forwarded to ^ dnba and associations iiiUiUlWtf Ib 

aviation." 

This was seconded by Mr. I'epiier, of the Midland .\ero Club. 

Mr. Dclacombe, as a member of a society of which the Chairman 
was vici -]ire--ident. asked if Maior Baden-Powell took the diair in 
accordance with the wishes of the Aeionautical Society. 

The ( hairman : I do mt loam that tisat has aiqf^uig to do with 
the resolution. 

Mr. Delacombc : With regard to the resolation before the 
meeting, I would remind you that the wording of the resolution 
passed ny the various clubs at Blackpool last week was as ibilows : — 

" Tlmt the dulw and societies interested in aviation be invited to 
nominate three membm eadi, to form a committee to meet repre- 
sentatives of the Aero Club of London to discuss the question of 
ooocorted action, «i& a view to advising the membos ot their 
remcdve dubs." 

That, I Jxlieve, is the correct wording of the resolution. 

Mr. Delacombe then went on to pomt out out that the Aerial 
lieague, the Aero Club, and the Aeronaotiad Society had worked 
disinterestedly to advance the science and mart of aviation. It 
was peculiar for a oeir hoif io mfsgm .MIMKm. That meeting was 
in oppo.siiion to the Aenal Leagae, ^aie A ewiii aiH iealSoaiety, and 
the Aero Club. 

The Chairman asked if Mr. Ddaoombe represented the Aero 
Qttb. or whether he wa.<! present as a private indiWduol. 

Mr. Delacombe : I am here as one deeply interested in aero- 
* oantics and as a member of the three bodies I have mentioned. 

The Chairman : I may say I am the same. 

Mr. Delacombe : That is the very reason I t.iil 10 umit rstand your 
presence in the chair at this meeting. 

Ml. Spt-ianz.i (secretary of the Doncaster Meeting) said that 
Mr. Frosi. rtesidtiit of the .Aeronautical .Society of Great Britain,

Ml. Wiiidharu asked what the -Aero Club had done compared 
with the Aeroplane Club, and gave a list of the acllievements of the 
latter organisation, but the chairman thought it WBlAd bB WtiMVto 
discuss who gave the biggest dinner to Bleriot. 

Mr. Holyrod Smith moved to omit from the resolution the words 
" control the sport," and the words after the word "taken" in the

Mr. Mckmore seconded. 

The Secretary to the Midland Aero Chib: I do not wish to 
monefxrfiae the discniwion, bat it seems to me I am called upon to 
Aim aenw light upon the meeting of nadrpod. This matter was 
««tjr^dieniq^ discnssed; we aU reaKsed it was a very ddicate 
qnotion, and it was handled with great care. The propodtica piat 
before the meeting at Bladcpool had the entire approval aU tlw 
dobs in the country. Mr. Roger Walkce was there, and he gave 
us fidl particulars, and we rose from that meeting with great respect 
fix him, and I believe he went away with great respect for us. This 
meeting has been called by the Aeroplime Qtab, and they are in 
entire sympathy and entire approval of that proposition put before 
the meeting last week. Now, Gentlemen, the position is this : all 
the clubs are agreed upon a certain line of action to bring about a 
general orNatuoal Council which shall control the sport of aviation. 
There is no question of a hole and comer business or of electing a 
Committee or a National Coundl from anyone assembled to deal 
with the sport of the whole country. We realise that the question 
has been considered for weeks or months before it is settled, and to 
do that it is only fair and right and proper that every club in the 
country slinulil liave a voire in ilie matter, and in order that every 
club shall have a voice in the matter, they are called upon to 
elect from their members three delegates to deal with the question 
before such a committee, and that committee shall then confer with 
the representatives of the .\ero Club. No.v, (ientlemen, it seems 
to nie that was a right step towards forming a National Council to 
deal with this difllcult problem, and I am sure it is only upon lliose 
lines that you will be able to .solve it. If we attempt to have any 
further proposition and then to arrange some committee, we shall fall 
to the ground and get bickering and ijuarrelling, and we shall make 
ourselves the laughing-stock of the world. Wh.at we want 10 do is to 
agree first of all that the whole of the clu!>s lhr(ni;,'hout the country, 
and through the clubs the whole of the people ihtoughuul the country, 
who are interested, sli.ill send their representatives to a conimiltee 

and form part of tin- 1 rniili'e wiiii^b shall then disciLss it with the 

Aero Club and .-Veronaulical .Society, .and 1 am sure out of that 
combination we shall have wisdom as the result, and we shall form 
a general National Council which will be a credit to tlie country and 
to the sport. 

Mr. Pepper : I am sorry I must oppose the amendment for two 
reasons ; first, because we of the provincial dabs do not see any 
reason why we shonld not have some voice in the control of tms 
sport. Next, ibt meetk^ that was held at Kadcpod was of no 
importance excMit that it fbcassed in a non-contentious way the 
views of ^ cmbs represented and gave all an opportmnty of 
meeting. The Aero Crab happened to be those who summoned it. 
They are of no more impoitance amongst the dabs than any other 
dub. I am afraid the hut words would be regarded as oSinaive to 
the Aeio Qabaad woald not promotethat s^lement of die (jaestiaft. 
that we dedre. FeraonaUy, I dioald have to vote against &tS 
amendment. , 

.Mr. Holyrod Smith : I iHOp>osed to leave out the words " control 
the sport " in order to put the association on a somewhat higher 
level. But if you gentlemen wlio are so fond of sport think timt it 
is of so very much higher importance than the development of the 
science of aviation, thca I mutt so leave it. 

.\fter further discussion, the meeting did not agree to take 
the dement of sport from tb£ resolution, but agreed to the words 
being added. Upon this, Mr. Prfpper withdrew his seconding of the 
resolution. Mr. Percy Thornton, .M.!'., suggested that it would be 
better for aviation if there was unity, without which the Government 
could never do anything handsome for the science. 1- inally 
the meeting rejected the rider, and carried the original resolution.

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FLYING AT BROOKLANDS. 



iOST after he bad made his first successful flight, Mr. Henry 
^arman, in January, 1908, paid a visit to England to spy out the 
land in order to find a suitable spot to fly the machine he was then 
experimenting with. Among other places which he visited was the 
Brooklands Track, but he came U> the conclusion tliai it was by no 
means a suitable aerodrome. Doublle.ss, in the light of later events, 
he will revise ihai opinion, for on I'riday and Saturday of last week 
and Monday last M. I'aulhan showed that il was not only possible 
to fly there, but possible to keep on flying while the petrol 
supply lasted. With their cliaracterislic enterprise the proprietors 
of the Krooklands Racecourse luivc euine forward to fill tiie need for 
a practice ground for aviators, from which the public can be 
excluded and the experimenter pursiie liis way in undisturbed peace 
and f)uict. A large plot of gnmnd up by the Byfleet end of the 
track has been cleared of trees and levelled, and this forms a splendid 
"jumping ofl " place. It was due to this foresight of the B.A.R.C. 
that Londoners were given an opportunity to see an Aomnu-oiseau 
manceuvring betweei: earth and sky. During a visit to Blackpool 
representatives of the Club saw Paulfaan, and obtained his consent 
to give a three days' exhibition of flying at the Weybridge bowL

Unfortu- 
nately, Paulhan ha.s been unable to lix a third petrol lank to his 
mnrhine, or he would have undvublcdly been iible tn keep 
more than three hours, and so have improved the world's record. 
He, however, secured Mr. C. A. l'ear~>iri'> tilty guinea trophy by 
setting up a new distance record for t >reai Britain. After a good 
long rest ratdhan was out again, and manoeuvred for some time over 
the far end of the coarse, risiiu; to a considerable height.

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FINANCING DONCASTER MEETING. 



On < )clolK'r 29lh, in the Chancery Divisirm, before Mr. Justice 
Swinfen Ivady, a further motion was made in the action brought by 
("liarles llollan i 1 Listings, Frank Harris, Hugo Martens, and 
Louis Hainon against William Caspar. Mr. Byron, Mr. lieauclerk, 
and Frank Keichcl, sporting editor of the Paris Figaro, in respect 
of an alleged partnership relating to the late Domaoter AvisSdoa 
Meeting. 

Mr. Frank Russell, K.C., for the plaintiffs, said what he wanted 
was a receiver of any moneys payable liy the Doncislcr Town Council 
in respect of the aviation meeting to any of the defendahts. The 
position had been somewhat altered since last motion day in this 
respect. Mr. Caspar bad retired from the contest, and he did not 
appear before the Court \fj caunsel, so ' that atqr opposition on his 
]Mut was removed. Mr. Reichel bad only be«i served since last 
motion day. He had put in an i^dAvil in whidi he supported the 
oontinnance of the recover. That left rraiaining of tbe aefendaats 
ftnron and Beauclerk. He andeiBtood that nis leaned frfead, 
mt. Ward Coleridge, objected on behalf of one of :Uie defiBadants to 
die appointment of a receiver, he ulteging that there was a partner- 
ship. Under those circumstances he uked his Lordship to appoint 
a receiver until Judgment on further order. 

Mr. Justice Swinifen Kady said : There were no principals dis- 
daaed and die partici disclaimed having had anything to do with 
the matter.

Mr. Barlow, who appeared on behalf of Mr. Reichel, . aid there 
was only the resolution of the Town Clerk of Doncasiter, gu.iramee- 
ing a certain sum of money towards the expanses. The Corporation 
guaranteed ^5,000, which was to be redeemed by the ^tte money 
and the receipts generally. Any surplus over ^65,000 would bie 
handed over. The Town Clerk bad informed him that there was a 
deficit of ;f8,aoa He was not in a podtitm b> fitmirii figures of 
the receipts and gate money, but he was instructed by t& Town 
Council that thev intended to share a portion of the losses.

These screws arc di signed in 
variance to prevalent rigid types on the l.iws arivocaled by 
Prof. I'elligrew, Kress, and Vogl, who mUucule this principle on 
the fundamental lessons demonstrated in the natural volant kingdom, 
whereby it is shoan that Nature's screw.s ore of a pla.stic nature, 
griduating in formation from the shoulder to the lip, and of 
e.\cii:dinf;/r iixht wci^iit. ("onscqucntly, no matter at what speed 
they arc driven, ihey accomiiiodale themselves antiimniically to all 
air pressures, whilst their strength is euornious. It f.illovirs, then, 
that screws designed in acconiance are true revolving wi/if;s — V'ogl 
tcrins them revolving s.iils and since the natural wing or a care- 
fully constructed protoiyjic has immense elevating and propaluye 
properties, there is no rea.son why the flexible type cf screw should 
not enjoy advantages or even excel over the rigid screw. 

Should any of ynur readers care to test either of the above icrews in 
&ir competition against any rigid screw by power if available from 
l-h.p. to5o<h.p., I think that the advantages mentioned above will 
be clearly demonstrated, even though my screws have aot had tbe 
exhanstive tests of tbeir rivals.
